THE DYMITERS. 


The Bnrliiifton G«iisplratort on Trial 
To-day—Interesting Testimony 
In the Case. 


OaicAeo, July 16.—If the dynamite 
defendants are convicted of carrying and 
dealing in explosives, which is only 
punishable by a fine, they can schedale 
out under the poor debtors' act. 
The 
United States ofScials, it is said, have 
decided, in view of this fact, to bring 
the charge of conspiracy, a crime which 
can be punished by two years' imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary or a fine of 
$10.000, or both. This charge, it was 
intimated might by brought to-day. 


Alexander 
Smith, of Aurora, the 
Brotherhood fireman who turned in- 
former, was the first witness called. 
He was interrupted at the very outset 
by Lawyer David, for the defense, mov- 
ing that all evidence oonoeming in- 
former Bowles be stricken ou^ on the 
ground that he was not now under in- 
vestigation. 
David also asked to have 
the 
testimony 
of 
informer Kelley 
and witness Lloyd nullified, because 
they mentioned none of the defendants 
but Bowles, and the evidence was there- 
fore impotent. 


District Attorney Ewing contended 
that it would be shown that the dyna- 
mite was purchased and delivered by 
some, at least, ot the defendants. 
The 
court let it stand and Smith then was 
taken off the box and J. J. KeUey, 
Chairman Hoge's clerk, was recalled to 
admit that his name was Charles Cor- 
dell in a flirtation he had with two 
ladies in Chicago in 1881. 
He unhesi- 
tatingly con armed the outline of the 
case as stated tbe first day of the trial 
by District Attorn«}y Ewing for the pros- 
ecution. 


Smith was retired before the begin- 
ning of the afternoon session, after hav- 
ing been subjected to cross examiiiation 
at great length. They established the 
fact that he knew nothing about the 
dynamite found on the train 
when 
Broderick, Bowles and Wilson were ar- 
rested. 


IT WA8 A WATERLOO. 


TAO Pennsylvania 
Company Clerks 
Take a Dose ot Base Ball Medi- 
cine at the Hands of 
the Plttsbarg 
Siine. 


One of the most interesting games of 
base ball that has been played in the 
city this summer was the one that took 
place Saturday afternoon at the fair 
grounds, between the clerks and the 
regular nine from the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, 
The game was to have been 
played a week ago, but owing to a rain, 
was postponed until last Saturday after- 
noon. 
Our reporter had repeatedly 
warned tije clerks that they would meet 
a Waterloo, but they heeded not his 
prophecy and rushed on to the fate that 
overtook them in their proud conceit. 


The day was beautiful beyond de- 
scription and the crowd that assembled 
to witness the game w«s a magnificent 
one, it being estimated that no lees than 
1,000 spectators were 
nn 
the 
fair 
grounds. Both parties had their friends 
and each wagered their money and 
shouted themselves hoarse upon the 
filial result of the game. 


The clerks won the toss and went to 
the bat, scoring two runs, followed by 
the machinists with four talhes. 
The 
game progressed nicely until the eighth 
inning when Steward, of the clericals,

The Toledo Bee says of the New 
York, Mahoning and Western railroad: 


The history of this road as it appeared 
in a Toledo paper is causing considera- 
ble amusement at the general offices of 
the company to-day. 


That the idea of building a road on 
the Midland route was conceived by 0. 
N. Haskell is erroneous. 
The facts are 
that Ben Lefevre was sent out by the 
New York syndicate to push the scheme 
and obtain subscriptions and privileges, 
employing Haskell as nn assistant. 
Le- 
fevre returned to New York late that fall 
rather discouraged and announced his 
intention 
of 
not 
doing 
any- 
thing until the next spring. 
Mr. Has- 
kell, who had also gone to New York, 
requested the privilege of taking hold 
of the work alone and carrying it for- 
ward during the winter. 


He was given the necessary authority 
to go ahead, and Gal Brice bet him a 
hat that he could not accomplish any- 
thing. They were rather astonished 
when In the course of two or three 
weeks Mr. Haskell reported that the 
subscriptions had all been secured and 
that everything was in shape. 
The 
story as printed there says that Haskell 
got control of enough stock to freeze 
the Brice faction out. 


The truth is that the Brice-Thomas 
Syndicate are not, as has been repeated 
time and again, out of the enterprise 
at 
all 
and 
are 
now 
working 
harmoniously with the management. 
The North Chicago Boiling Mill com- 
pany sent its repreeentatives 'here, as 
did other rail manufactiuers^ and suc- 
ceeded in negotiating a contract with 
tne railroad company. 
This contract 
was assumed by the Mahoning Construc- 
tion company, who had the contract for 
building the road. 
Trouble arose be- 
tween the Mahoning Construction com- 
pany and the North Chicago UoUiug 
Mill company, and a replevin ^uit was 
brought in the United States court 
by the Boiling Mill company 
and 
they 
obtained 
possession 
of 
the rails which they sold to the Alle- 
gheny Construction company, of Pitts- 
burg, for whom Judge Doyle is attor- 
ney, and have received their pay in full 
for the property. 


The Mahoning construction company 
had Bub-let all the work between Find- 
lay and Ottawa, but as the work pro- 
gressed they failed (o pay their bills as 
they matured, and money to the amount 
of $60,000 has been advanced by the 
railroad company to pay the bills. 
The 
railroad company then claiming that 
the Mahoning Construction company 
was insolvent, and that they were be- 
traying the interests of the company in 
not paying their claims, rescinded the 
contraet and re-let the whole job to the 
Allegheny Construction company, of 
Pittsburg. 


The gathering of the contractors here 
yesterday was for the purpose of taking 
out new contracts with the Allegheny 
company in place of the old ones. There 
is no dispute between the Mahoning and 
the 
Allegheny 
company. The only 
difference is between the 
Mahoning 
company and the railroad company. 
The latter claims that the Mahoning 
company has paid out no m o n e v what- 
ever, and that all the bills have been 
paid by them. 


A few days since the North Chicago 
rolling mill company tendered the New 
York, Mahoning and Western railroad 
company $10,000 if they would with- 
draw the replevin and damage suit which 
is now pending. This was refused, which 
would indicate that the railroad people 
are confident of success. In the mean- 
time the work on the line of the road is 
progressing, the track being finish rd to 
within two miles of the depot at Find- 
lay, and on next Tuesday a passenger 
train will be put on between these points, 
going into Fiudlay over the Lake Erie 
and Western, which is a Brice road. 
It 
might be said here that Brice is chiefly 
interested in the enterprise in order io 
get an eastern outlet for tho Lake Erie 
and Western road from Findlay. 
I'he 
ofiicials claim that not a single request 
was made at the offices of the company 
yesterday for money, notwithstanding 
statements to the contrary. 


Mr. Haskell has certainly shown a re- 
markable tact in engineering a scheme 
of such proportions to its present status.

TNDIAHAFOXIIB, Jaly 16.—The demo- 
cratic campaign was inangorated Satnr' 
day night in this city, the home of the 
repablioan candidate for president, by 
one of the largest political demoDBtra 
tions in the histo^ of the Hoosier Oap- 
ital 
Though neither party has fairly 
warmed np with the enthusiasm of the 
content, the parade was decidedly cred- 
itable in comparison with those immo 
diateJy preceding the election of 1884. 
As a strictly local affair it has never 
been excelled. The members of the 
Lincoln club, of Oincinnati, who had 
come to pay tribute to General Harrison 
looked on in wonderment, and evidently 
felt that they had struck a hot-bed of 
democracy. First in line following the 
carriage*« containg the speakers oame 
the Baw-makezs' club, five hundred 
strong, wearing linen dusters and car- 
rying banners and bandanas. 
Then 
came the

Engineers, fireman and switchmen, six 
hundred in number, bearin g aloft trans- 
parencies with allusions to Oeneral Har 
rison's strike record of 1877. 
Next in 
order were the Matson club, Bynum 
cadets, W. B. Myers club, McDonald 
olab and some fourteen Olevelend and 
Thurman ward organizations, with the 
Hendricks club sasdwi^ed in. 
The 
mottoes were strikingly 
significant, 
some of the more notable being the fol 
lowing: 
"Blue blood and

strikers in 1877; the strikers will usd 
ballots against Harrison in 1888," "Low 
taxes and cheap clothing vs. high taxes 
and free whisky." 


There were fully one thousand such 
sentiments as these, all prepared with 
the greatest skill and 


APPBOPRIATB TO THE OOOASIOR. 


The ntunbor of men in line was five 
thousand at least^ though many estimate 
it at seven thousand. 
The last trans- 
parency contained the suggestive motto: 
"Simply a little local affair," as a take- 
off upon the republican press, which had 
endeavored to anticipate the character 
of the demonstration. 


Tomlinson hall, which seats 4,500 peo> 
pie, was inadequate, and a number of 
clubs failed to gain admission. 
Hon. 
William H. English, as chairman, de- 
livered the opening speech. After dis- 
cussing the issues he. referred to the 
olftlook for democratic success in In- 
diana, saying that there would be an 
effort to buy the state as was done in 
1880. Speaking of Dudley, Dorsey, El- 
kins & Company, he said:

The republican ticket this fall; but even 
if they do, that will not give it the state 
by a long ways. It is doubtful whether 
the republicans have even a plurality, 
they certainly have not a majority, or 
vithin very many thousands of it. 
The 
prohibitionists, greenbackers and labor 
organizations undoubtedly hold a heavy 
balance of power in Indiana. 
Harrison 
and Morton have not the ghost of a 
chance of drawing any considerable sup- 
port fiom these sources.

What prohibitionists think about it was 
forcibly expressed in a recent interview 
with one of them in this city, tLe Bev. 
B. V^. Hunter, it well known and infiuen 
tial Presbyterian preacher of republican 
antecedents. 
And as to the greenback- 
ers and men in or affiliating with the 
labor organizations, it is well known 
they are intensely hostile to Harrison 
and Morton, and will all, or nearly all, 
vote the democratic ticket.

derstand perfectly well that the demo- 
cratic cause in this fight is 
their 
cause, and means for the people and 
against monopolies whenever thefe is a 
conflict between their interests.

" T h e era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New 
York Sun and T M 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period.

X>r time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news.
